active progroBS at the treasury do- 
partmcnt. 
Secretary Bristow tMnks it 
will bo necessary to sell two hundred 
and fifty millions of five per cent, bonds 
ior the purcbaso of currency, in addition 
ono hundred millioac already sold. 
This will add materially to tho interest- 
bearing debt, but it will give the public 
Gomothing tangible in the W&y of money 
—something that has not been known 
for fiftaen years. There is, however, 
some doubt as to tho authority of Sec­ 
retary Bristow to sell those bonds. Ho 
claims the right to do so, and is sup­ 
ported by Senator Sherman, but there 
are other good lawyers who hold that he 
has no power to sell more five per cent.s 
than enough to make np the amount of 
the issue prescribed by law—8500,000,- 
OOO. As there are only 837,000,000. of 
the amount issued, there may be some 
trouble over the matter. 


T h e Hermann monument festival 
commenced at Detmoid, Aug. 16, with 
the reoeptiou of Kaiser Wilhelm, the 
Crown Prince of Germany, and Prince 
Carl, of Prussia, who were attended by 
numetons suite. 
During the day 
there also arrived the Dako of Saxe 
Meningen, Prince Frederick Fuenther, 
of Sohwavaburg Eudolstadt, representa­ 
tives bearing colors of all the German 
states, and many bonds of music. 
There was a great procession all. day 
long of peasants, ministers and students. 
Fifty thousand people were without 
beds, and slept as best they could. 
The 
streets were beautifully draped with 
flags aud evergreens. The collosal statue 
of Hermann was unveiled before an im 
mouse conoonrse of peo^tf . The (Em- 
■peror William and other distingnished 
visitors proceeded at noon to Mount 
Grothenburg, where the monument to 
Hermann is erected, when the ceremony 
of unveiling was performed, in presence 
ot 15,060 spectators. The Superintend­ 
ent, Gen. Hoppen, delivered a historioal 
address, and Privy Councillor, Preuss 
made the inaugural oration.

Cardinal Patrizi has 40,000 
francs as Oardinal-Viear of Borne, and 
an equal sum from his benefices, with­ 
out speaking of his large private for­ 
tune. 
Cardinal Amat draws' 110,000 
francs from his enormous benefices; he

Cardinal di Pietro receives 60,000 francs 
as Bishop ot Albano, and an equal sum 
is allowed him from Portugal.

nal Saoeoni has a similar revenue to di 
Pietro. De Luca possesses an annual 
revenue of 150,000 francs.

dues alone bring in 40,000 francs to Car­ 
dinal Bigarri. Berardi touches 500,000 
a year. Ohigi belongs to a very rich 
family. Franohi has a stipend of 60.000 
francs, besides a large pension from 
Spain.

Reniatkable Effects of Arctic Cold on 
M'an. 
Lieutenant Payer, the Austrian arctic 
explorer, has been laying some of the 
results of his oiplcratious before the 
geogrnpliical society of Vienna.' Refer­ 
ring to the inffnence of extreme cold on 
the human organisffi, he related that on 
March 1-4, 187-4, he and his companions 
made a sledge journey over the 3omi- 
klar glacier. In order to make observa­ 
tions of Francis Joseph land. 
On that 
day the cold marked 58 deg. Fab. bo- 
low zero. Notwithstanding this intense 
cold; M. Payer and a Tyrolese went out 
before sunrise to make obBorv.ations aud 
steteh. 
Tho sunrlea was magnifiioent; the sun 
appeared surrounded, ae it does at a 
high úegíco of cald, by small suns, and 
ita light appeared more dazzling from 
the contrast with the extreme cold. 
The travelers were obliged to pour 
ruin down their throats so as not to 
touch tho edge of the metal cups, whioh 
would have been as dangeronaas if they 
had been rs-l hot; but the rum had lost 
all its strength iVüd liquidity, and was 
6s flat and as thick as oil. 
It was impossible to smoke either ci­ 
gars or tobaojo iu short pipes, for very 
soon nothing bnt a pieeeof ice remained 
in iho mouth. 
The metal of the instruments was just 
like red hot iron to tiio touch, aa were 
some lookefs, whioh some of the travel­ 
ers, roinautioally but imprudently, con­ 
tinued to wear next tho skin. 
M. Payor says that so great an amount 
of eold paralyzes tho will, and that, un­ 
der ita iniluQncJe, men, from the unstead- 
'inesa^üf tbciZ-gaiL íhair-atammening 
opévatiosa, coeia as If they were intoxi­ 
cated. 
Another effect of cold is a tormenting 
thirct, which is duo to tho evaporation 
of the moisinfc of the body. 
It is unwholesome to use snow to 
quench the thirst; it brings on inflam­ 
mation of the throat, palate, and tongue. 
Besides, enough can never bo taken to 
quench the thirst, as a temperature ot 
35} dog. to 58 deg. below zero Fab. 
makes it taste like molten metal. Snow 
eaters in tho north are considered as 
feeble and effeminate, in the same way 
is an epium eater in tho east. 
The group of travelers who traversed 
the snow fields were surrounded by 
thick vapors formed by tho emanations 
from their bodies, which became con­ 
densed, notwithstanding the furs in 
which the travelers were enveloped. 
These vapors fell to tho ground, with a 
slight noise, frozen into the form of 
small crystals, and rendered the atmos­ 
phere thick, impenetrable, and dark. 
Notwithstanding the bumidifcy of tho 
air, a disagreeable sensation of dryness 
was felt. 
Sound diffused itself to a very long dis­ 
tance, an ordinary conversation could bo 
heard at a hundred paces off, while the 
report of guns from the tops of high 
mountains could scarcely be beard. M. 
Payer explains this phenomenon by tho 
large quantity of moiatur j in tbe r rctic 
atmosphere.

Hanilnljoro (MIfb.) Doraoorat, .IlilySl. 
Last Saturday, about sundown, four 
miles cast of this place on Biloxi bay, 
occurred a soono caloulated kc¡ -send,-» 
thrill of horror through every human 
heart, and to make even the boldest 
tremble with fear. Two'little girls, 
dangliters of Mr. Elam B. Blackwell, 
living on the Black bay of Biloxi, while 
bathing in the bay immediately in front 
of his dwelling, were attacked by p 
enormous alligator. Tho eldest, a girl 
of about seven years of age, was hold­ 
ing the youngest, an infant of two 
years, in her hands, and was quietly 
enjoying her bath, when suddenly her 
little sister was snatched from her and 
borne swiftly from the shore. Terrified 
beyond measure, and unable to render 
any assistance to her unfortunate sister, 
tho elder girl uttered a scream, which 
was quickly caught by the ear of 
iatner,wbo happened, acoidentily, t 
passing within thirty or forty yards of 
the spot where his daughters were 
bathing. Bealizing, instantly from |thn 
tone of the voice, that his children were 
in some peril, but unable to conjecture 
its exact nature Mr. Blackwell, who is 
au active and athletic man, rushed 
rapidly to their assistance, and arrived 
at the spot just in time to discover hia 
little daughter being borne out into 
the bay by an alligator. Comprehend- 
ing tbe sconce at once, and nerved to 
almost Bnperhnman effort by the des­ 
perate situation of his child, the ago­ 
nized father leaped madly into the 
water in pursuit of the would-be de 
stroyer of his daughter, whioh was then 
some twenty-five or thirty yards from 
shore. 'The water for a distance of 
forty or fifty yards out into the bay 
from the point where the ohildreu were 
bathing, ranges in depth from one and

The cold 
causes dark beards to become lighter; 
tho secrotiODS of tho oyesi and nose al­ 
ways inorcases, while tbe ' formation of 
the perspiration altogether ceases.

The only possible protection against 
tho cold is to be very warmly clothed, 
and to endeavor as much aa possible to 
prevent the condensation of the atmos­ 
phere, while tbe much vaunted plans of 
anointing and blackening tho body are 
proROunced to havo no roal value.

Why Language Should be Studied. 
The study of philology, or of languogo 
by itself, is undoubtedly of great value; 
but it is rather a study for the spec­ 
ialist than for the average student.

is, certainly, a true science;- only, lack­ 
ing precision in its methods, and be­ 
ing deficient in practical applicability 
to the general affairs of life, it must bo 
left out of acconnt for tho present. 
Iu 
a general course of study a Inn.jiiago 
should bo taught because of its value m 
opening up other departments of knowl­ 
edge, 
It should reveal to its ,tbo 
thoughts of other peoples, and eitablo 
us to avinl-.'.ptselvBs of tlieir experience. 
For most men theao purposes are best 
■iulQlleil-- -Py "tt - BtuCly o’f.jthe modern,. ... 
tongues. Latin and lOroek aro avail­ 
able no doubt, onlv tlioy.aru leas indis­ 
pensable than 
Frciicli .and Goruiaii. 
'These newer languages tiro not only of 
practical value, being spoken or written 
by millions of our fellow-boings to-day, 
but they havo also many direct bear 
ings upon all modern life. Tho seieii'oes 
can not bo well studied without them ; 
they open up the widest fields of runint 
thought; they bring iis into closer liar- 
niony with the spirit of our own limes, 
"Wo can got along bettor without ii 
knowledge of antiquity than witiioiit a 
knowledge of the days in whie'j wo 
live. The history of the siego of Troy 
has less interest for na than the history 
of the groat social aud economic [irob 
loms which are being worked ont in 
suoh deadly earnest in our own coun­ 
try and in Europe to-day. Tiio ancient 
languages havo their uses, unquc.stioii- 
ably ; so also have the Eubsian and tho 
Chinese ; but are those uses of sufficient 
importance to warrant universal study ? 
Eemcmbering the aims of edncatiou, 
wo must alto remember that every stu­ 
dent lias bnt a limite.l number of yearn 
to spend at college. In tboao tow years 
be must require that leuruing which 
will best fit him to go forth and grapple 
with active duties. If he has both tho 
taato and the leisure, then lie can learii 
the dead languages after graduation. 
It is nothing to urge that Latin and 
Greek facilitate tho acquisition of 
French and German, since tlio latter 
can bo studied directly as the former. 
Fow people can afford tho time to study 
four languages in order to use but two.

grade, and ho takes naturally one step 
upward. Wheniiohns mastered theduties 
of the new grade he goes on climbing. 
Tbero are no surprises to tbe man who 
arrives at eminence legitimately. 
It 
is entirely natural that he should be 
there, and ho is as much at homo there, 
aud as little elated, as when he was 
working patiently at the foot of the 
stairs. 
Thoro are heights above him, 
and he remains humble and simple. 
Preachments are of little avail, per­ 
haps; but when ho comes in contact 
with so many men aud women who put 
aspiration in tho place of perspiration, 
and yearning for earning, and longing 
for labor, ho is tempted to say to them : 
“ Stop looking up, and look around you! 
Do tho work that first comoa to yonr 
hands, and do it well. 
Take no upward 
step until you come to it naturally, and 
have won the power to hold it.

top, in this little world, is not so very 
high, and patieut climbing will bring 
you to it ero you are aware.”—/Jr. J. G.

Dayles sug­ 
gests, in this eonnecticm, the employ­ 
ment of coooa biitter as producing a 
more cooling and refreshing effect upon 
the patient, and emitting a more agree­ 
able odor in the siek dhaihber.

F eveb DrET.—D r. Luton, of Eheims, 
states that for the last four years he has 
treated typhoid by an absolute water 
diet. 
Nothing bnt good fresh filtered 
water, occasionally iced, is permitted to 
bo taken. 
At first, he says, it is taken 
with avidity, then in moderation, and 
at last with signs of satiety ; it is some­ 
times vomited at first, but is soon toler­ 
ated ; at the. bogincing of the treatment 
tho bowels may be a little relaxed, but 
they soon become moderate and-leas 
offensive, and after a time constipation 
may ensue. 
Tho duration of this treat­ 
ment depends upon the progress of the 
disuago ; that is, between four and five 
days of water exclusively may be re­ 
quired, if tho fever bo treated as a 
wliolo, but three or four days suffice if 
only the intestinal element be consid­ 
ered. 
A light aliontation may then be 
allowed—milk, unboiled, may be mixed 
with the water and given by spoonfuls, 
and, if well supported for a time, to be 
followed by broth and sonp.

this treatment the mortality is very low, 
uo ovil roBults ensue, and serious com­ 
plications, including visceral congestions 
and bed-sores, at once disappear.

Horse Book says; All horses must not 
be fed in the same proportion, without 
regard to their ages, their condition and 
their work, because tho impropriety of 
such a practico is self-evident. 
Yet it 
is constantly done and is the basis of dis­ 
ease of every kind. 
Never use bad hay 
on account of tho cheapness, beoanse 
there is no proper nourishment in it. 
Damaged corn is exceedingly injuiious, 
because it brings on inflammation of 
the bowels and skin diseases. 
Chaff is 
bettor for old horses than hay, because 
they can chew and digest it better. 
When a horse is worked hard its food 
should be chiefly oats ; it not worked 
hard its food should be chiefly, hay, be- 
oauao oats supply more nourishment 
and flesh-making 
material than any 
other kind of food ; hay not so much. 
Rack-feeding is wastefui. 
Tho better 
plau is to feed with chopiied hay, from 
a manger, heoause tho food ia not then 
thrown out, and is more easily chewed 
and digested. 
Sprinkle the hay with 
water that has salt dissolved iu it, be­ 
cause it is pleasing to the animal’s taste, 
and more easily digested. 
A teaspoon- 
fiil of salt in a bucket of water is 
sufficient.
